OURNAL. ere has been at times an ob- 
servable difference between the weather in 
Missourfand Kent . Our autumn was as 
picasant as could be desired. Frost was long 
dejayed and grass and wheat and winter veg- 
tables grew till early winter. Wheat in some 
fields reached a hight of fifteen inches and 
began to ‘‘oimt.’? It was rarely lees than six 
inches high. Potatoes grew after the ordinary 
season Of growing, and the crop, supposed in 
August to be a failure, proved by the fall 
growth to be very large. 

Winter began in earnest in mid December, 
and the day before Christmas the mercury 
stood fourteen degrees below zero.  Ice- 
Louses were filled with ice six, eight and ten 
inches thick. After several days of severe 
weatber we had a day or two miid as spring, 
followed bya heavier snow storm thap has 
occurred in our region for many years. Sun- 
day, January 15th, found the snow fourteen 
inches ceep on a level, and in many places 
piled by the high wind prevauing in heavy 
drifts fram four to six feet deep, preventing

week disappeared. Its disappearance has 
been eo gradual that no great freshet bas

‘mouth of the Ilbnois closed on the 20th of 
D.cember and was suspended for tuil two 
months. During all that period we nave had 
no river communication with St. Louis. 
From Hanribal, in Our latitude, to Lake 
itasca, in the far North, a distance of seven- 
teen hundred miles, the river has heen 
bridged with jee more than sixty days. Only 
yesterday theice commenced its descent trom 
above the bridge at Hanpibal.- 

On the 15th of January, while we were 
wading through snow fourteen inches deep, 
your streets were scarcely whitened with it. 
At a Jater periad, while your streets were cov- 
ered and your shade and truit trees were 
breaking down under the weight of a heavy 
sleet, we had pothing of the kind—the sun 
was out in his brightness, and the weather 
mild and gently thawing. While your river 
has most of the time been in navigable condi- 
tion trom Pittsburg down, our Upper Missis- 
tippi river towns for two long month 
uncheered by the presence of a steamer at 
their wharves. Those up-river towns that have 
not railroad connections are feeling like pris- 
oners Just being released from a long impris- 
o.ment. 

This is my second winter in North Missouri. 
I cannot perceiye that the weather has been 
ino1e uppleasant here thaw in my native State, 
Keutucky. My family agreé with me on this 
respect. We snife much more in zero 
wcatber in Southern Kentucky than here. A 
South Caro.lnian, spending his first winter 
here, says he suffered more in the ‘‘cold 
snaps’’ of his Southern land than he has done 
in the coldest weather in North Missouri. On 
the pricciple that ‘‘God tempers the 
wind to the sborn lamb,”’are mortals, as they 
northward go, enabled to endnre the rignre of 
a colder ¢lime. 

RAILROAD BRIDGES. 

The Upper Mississippi, though pot 60 deep, 
is ecarcely parrower than the Lower Missis- 
sippi, after receivi the volumes of water 
which the Liiinois 2ouri and Ohio rivers 
contribute to it. Yet this wide river is span— 
ned by no less than nine iron bridges. 
Two others are being constructed, and a third 
bas mg: been chartered by Corgress, making 
tweive in all from St. Louis up. The bridge 
at St. Louis, now in process of constraction, 
18 @ gigantic affair. The foundations of ite 
enormous piers are laid on the solid rock, 
_ eighty feet below the surface of the river, and 
the prers will rise to an altitude that will al'ow 
the largest stcamers to pass under the bridge 
at flood tide. 

The bridge being built at Hennibal will be 
the most rapidly constructed one of the kiud 
in the country. The idea of buildiog it was 
conceived last summer. The work began in 
the latter part of the summer, ana the cars are 
to pass over it on the 4th of July next. Most 
of its piers,.s:x in pumber, are completed, 
bavipg been built durmg the cold weather of 
the past winter that kept the river covered 
withice, That bridge will conpect the cities 
of the East, via Toiedo, Ohio, with Kausas 
City and the tar West, by trains crossing the 
Mississippi and Missouri and other rivers on 
bridges. 

By the Quincy and Kansas City bridges cars 
from Chicago and tne East pass through to 
the Pacific coast. When the bridge at Loaisi- 
ana, over the Mississippi, and the one at Glas- 
gow, over t our river, are completed,

When General Butler lately poposed at Bos- 
ton that a series of insults should be offered 
to England for the cobonf nniting the Rannb 
licax purty, a few respectable American wri- 
ters and speakers Fy ng against the pro- 
posal, and declared that General Butler had 
no pretension to represest public opinion. 
The effusive advocates of the United States 
in England eagerly accepted the assur- 
ance, and the expression of a doubt 
whether the lowest American demagogue 
is not the most popular of political lead- 
ers was not unnaturally denouuced as invid- 
ious avd indiscreet. Neverthelesea, it was 
known that General Butler had been twice 
elected by a district in Massachusetts, and 
soon afterward the President reproduced in 
bis Meseage to Congress several of the argu- 
meuts and suggestions which had been ap- 

lauded at Boston. It now appears that the 

ouse Of Representataves, at the instigation 
of Genera] Butler, almost unanimously agrees 
1o offer a gross and wanton affront to the Ean- 
glish government and nation. The Demo- 
crats bave united with the Republicans in 
the approval of rebellion against the English 
government as an act intrinsically merito- 
rious. It 16 not necessary that the Fenian 
covspiracy should rise to the dignity of a po- 
litical enterprise, or that ita ringleaders should 
bave a reasonable prospect of success. The 
convicts are offenders against English law, 
and, therefore, at Washington they are heroes 
and martyrs. Twoof the three members of 
the Federal Government have now displayed 
bitter hostility to England. It remains to be 
seen whether the nate concurs in the 
litigious ing of the President and in the 
ill-bred malignity of the House of Represent- 
atives. Unluckily the majority of 
body consists of the partisans of 
General Grant and of the followers 
of Mr. Sumner. The self-respect of the 
Senate will secure it trom the deg tion in- 
curred by the House; but the President of 
the Senate, when he was Speaker of the Honse 
of Representatives, invited the Fenian lead-

the early fart of the war, when a foolish 
naval officer had committed an outrage on 
the English flag, the lower house of Congress 
hastened to pass a vote of thanks for an act 
which the Secre of State was soon after 
compelled to disavow. It is not surprising 
that such a body should be regarded by intel- 
ligent Americans with merited d'srespect. but 
the House Representatives is elect- 
ed by universal suffrage, and notwi'h- 
standing the indiff.rence of the people to tne 
quslifications of the members for a shir: in 
the government of thg country, tne Honse 
must be supposed to éxpress the opinions of 
the constitnencies.

The Next General Election: 

The are pretty much of one 
mind as to the impolicy of introducing the 
matter of reconstruction into the Presiden- 
tial election, and advise the Democrats 
with unwonted freedom and candor to 
consider the question’ dead issue and to 
ignore it altogether. We are told that the 
question of questions is free trade; &hd we 
believe it. We are admonished to look 
after the monetary affairs of the country, 
and they certainly do need looking after. 
There is not the least reason to doubt that 
the Democratic policy, with respect to 
tariffs and finance, will be liberal enough 
and ample enough to meet the reasonable 
demands of the most orthodox free-trader 
and the most single-minded materialist; for 
con topics of this description we have no 
dead weights to carry, and hold the edge 
cn the Republicans, who have to carry the 
protectionists of New England and the 
vagaries of the Treasury Department. 

But is this all? Are we to say nothing 
about the machinery that put the Fifteenth 
amendment upon us; nor show the people 
what sums of money have been squandered 
upon the freedman’s bureau and divers and 
sundry other partisan luxuries; nor discuss 
the measures of military supervision and 
martial law which have kept the South in 
a state of turmoil and suspense for ‘five 
years; nor dip a little into the stream of 
maladministration, by which our repub- 
lican system bas been loosened from its 
old-fashioned constitutional moorings?

of rescinding the Fifteenth amendment 
short of a revolution for which we are in 
no wise prepared, and we have from the 
first set our face against so much as the 
pretense that we have our hopes set on so 
doubtful an enterprise. It may come be- 
tore the courts. If it Goes, the judges and 
the lawyers for it, with this in mind, that 
the suffrage part of it would be quite out 
of the reach even of the supreme tribunal 
There is po fear of revolution in-that di- 
rection.

Spring ts welcome, but not its diseases. We should 
ve glad to have its bloom without its togs, its vapors.

The 
Germans took no notice of the insults. 

At 1:15 the head of the German troops had 
Advanced up the Grand Ayenne. After the 
dragoons, came Bismarck, Dukes Saxe-Co- 
burg and Wurtembarg, King Leopold of Ba- 
Varia, General Adolbert and .Prince Charles 
of Prussia. When the procession of infantry 
pasecd under the Are du Triomphe they 
were received with whistling, screams and 
derisive shouts. A squadron of hussars came 
next, , 

Bismarck did not enter the Are Triomphe, 
but turned round and rode back to Neuilly. 

The crapdest part of the military spectacle 
was the march along Champs Elysees with 
bayonets and helmets glittering in the sun, 
flage, tor. by battle, fluttering in the breeze, 
A crowd of men and boys blockading the way 
were dispersed by the Uhlans. The Ublans 
and Bavarians are cepecially hated, The 
troops looked splendid and surprised the

The Grand Review at Leugehamps, 

VeRsaILLes, March 1.—The Herald corre- 
spondent, just returned from Paris, gives the 
following account of the Emperor’s review of 
the German troops at Longchamps: 

At exactly 10:30 the Emperor drove up to 
the backgrout d stand in an open carrmge, at- 
tended by dragoons and great officers, his 
housebold alighting at the steps of the grand 
eutrance. He took his borse and canter- 
ed across the tield toward tne 
general staff, which had followed 
along the line. As the Emperor appeared the 
bands played ‘‘Heil Der,’ and all the troops 
saluted him. The Emperor looked exceed- 
ingly weli ard rode dashing by, despite his 
lingering indisposition. As he rode down 
in front of the line the flags were 
drooped and the men gave three 
ringirg cheers. The Emperor kept his hand 
on his helmet and smiled upon the soldiers. 
Passing Bismarck he. waved his hand 
in a friendly manner, Twice having 
passed up and down the lines, the Emperor 
galloped across the ficld toa point two hun- 
dred yards tothe right of the g£rand stand, 
facivg the troops, where he took Up @ posi- 
tion in front of the Crown Prince, Sitting 
erect on his charger, and surveying the troops 
fora moment with deep emotion, the order was 
given to march. The bands struck up, and, 
with a eplendid step, thirty thousand men 
marched past in so perfect a manner that each 
battery presented a profile as only one gun.
